Coffee County receives $190,000 for EQIP 


Natural Resources Conservation 
Service District Conservationist 


Mike Harris announced a 2000 


funding allocation of $190,000 for 
Coffee County under the USDA 
Environmental Quality Incentives 
Program (EQIP). The EQIP pro 
gram assists farmers in installing 
conservation practices to reduce 
erosion and manage animal/poultry 
wastes in order to improve wate! 
quality. The program also assists 
livestock Owners with watering 
facilities and rotational grazing 
means in order to improve water 
quality in adjacent streams 

Four areas in Coffee County are 
approved for EQIP cost sharing 
These areas include the Double 


Bridges Creek Watershed, the 
Upper Pea River Watershed, the 
Lower Peau River Watershed, and 
the Northeast Yellow River Water- 
shed, Funding for these areas was 
justified because of potential water 
quality problems from a variety of 
agriculturally related activities 

A variety of practices are 
upproved for cost sharing under 
EQIP. The signup for EQIP cost 
sharing is presently underway and 
will continue until March 22. Please 
come by the FSA Office or NRCS 
office in New Brockton to make 
application or call the NRCS office 
for needed information at 894 
5581, Ext.

Honored With 
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Coffee County’s Chief Real Property Appraiser facing DUI charge

A Cotfee County employee with 
the Revenue Commissioner's office 
was arrested last week (Wednesday, 
March |) in New Brockton on DUI 
(Driving Under the Influence) 
charges 

According to reports, Angela 
Byrd, 34, chief real property 
appraiser with the mapping and 
appraisal office, was driving the 
1998 Jeep Cherokee, a county 
owned vehicle, when she was 
stopped by a Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Deputy. 

The sheriff's department, at 
approximately 1:30 p.m., received a 
report from a citizen that a vehicle 
had been observed in the Shiloh 
Community (U. S. Hwy. 84 just 
west of New Brockton) traveling 
east in a dangerous manner - being 
driven erratically. The sheriff's 
deputy spotted a vehicle matching 
the description given by the citizen 
in New Brockton and pulled it over. 

After speaking to and observing 
the driver (Byrd), the deputy, assist- 
ed by an Alabama State Trooper, 
administered a field sobriety test. 
Byrd failed the test after several 
attempts, and was taken to the Cof- 
fee County Jail where she was 
charged with DUI. She was also 
charged (given a traffic citation) 
with driving on the wrong side of 
the road. 


A search of the vehicle (which is 
standard procedure) by law enforce- 
ment officers revealed two bottles 
of prescribed medication with Ms 
Byrd’s name on them, One was for 
Valium (a tranquilizer) and the 
other was for Lortab (a pain med- 
ication) 

After being charged with DUI, 
Ms. Byrd was taken to a medical 
facility where two blood samples 
were taken. One sample was drawn 
as evidence and sent to the state 
toxicology lab to be analyzed, and 
the other was taken for administra- 
tive purposes as required by Coffee 
County policy and given to the 
county’s medical review officer 
(MRO), 

It should be noted that the results 
of the latter sample by the county 
MRO is not for public knowledge. 
County policy requires that test 
results be maintained under strict 
confidentiality by the employer, the 
drug testing laboratory and the 
MRO. They can only be released by 
written consent of the employee. 
One exception to this policy is 
administrative proceedings arising 
from a positive drug test. 


On the other hand, the results of 


the test performed by the state toxi- 
cology lab is accessible to the pub- 
lic. 

All employees of Coffee County, 
or any person performing any kind 
of work for Coffee County, are pro-

hibited from using, possessing, dis- 
tributing, manufacturing, or having 
controlled substances, abused pre- 
scription drugs or any other mind 
altering or intoxicating substances 
present in their system while at 
work or on duty 

County policy further stipulates 
that any employee of the Coffee 
County Commission whom shall 
operate any vehicle owned or leased 
by the Commission has to submit at 
any time to be tested for illegal drug 
and alcohol abuse. 

The policy also addresses the use 
of prescription drugs. It states: “The 


proper use of medication preseribed 
by a physician is not prohibited; 
however, the Commission prohibits 
the misuse of prescribed and/or 
over-the-counter medications and 
requires ALL employees using 
drugs at the direction of a physician 
to noufy the Commission’s MRO or 
their Drug Program Coordinator 
where these drugs may affect their 
performance, such as causing 
drowsiness 

Ms, Byrd was released from the 
county jail Wednesday night on a 
$500 appearance bond on the above 
charges. 

In addition to the above incident, 
Ms, Byrd was indirectly involved in 
another DUI charge against an indi- 
vidual, Anthony Brandt, who was 
illegally operating the 1998 Jeep 
Cherokee assigned to Ms. Byrd. 
Brandt shares a residence with Ms. 
Byrd in Enterprise. 

On January 15, Brandt was 
stopped by Enterprise police while 
driving the Jeep Cherokee with a 
tag registered to another vehicle on 
it instead of the county tag. The 
county decals had also been 
removed from the vehicle. He was 
charged with DUI and unauthorized 
use of a vehicle. Ms. Byrd contend- 
ed that she was unaware the vehicle 
had be taken by Brandt. 

The above incident resulted in 12 
county vehicles being parked on 
county property when not being 


PSC-Commissioner Jan Cook & GTE reps meet public

“We're working on that” seemed 
to be a common answer for General 
Telephone Company (GTE) repre- 
sentatives last Friday during a pub- 
lic meeting held in the auditorium 
of Elba High School for area citi- 
zens to voice concerns about their 
telephone service. 

The meeting was held by the 
Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion with Commissioner Jan Cook 
being present to hear the citizens 
concerns, as well as, voice some 
concerns of her own to the GTE 
representatives. The meeting was 
open for residents of not only Elba 
and Coffee County but residents of 
the surrounding counties. 

“This, | think, is what we must 
have in Alabama to solve our tele- 
phone problems, said Cook as she 
explained the purpose of the meet- 
ing to those in attendance, “I have 
not been happy with GET services 
for a long time, and we can no 
longer wait for the company to 
catch up with what we want to do.” 

Cook said, however, that she is 
encouraged because GTE has new 
management in Alabama and they 
have given her a firm commitment 
for changes to the services, She also 
thanked Representative Terry Spicer 
and Senator Jimmy Holley for their 
dedication to improving the service 
in this area, 

“South Alabama is the first area 
in the U.S. to be able to take advan- 
tage of the new LATAwide pro- 
gram,” said Cook, 

But, as with any new system, 
GTE has acknowledged that there 
are problems with the new system 
which they are working on to get rid 
of in the near future 

Bill Hanchey, one of the repre- 
sentatives from GTE at last Friday's 
meeting, said the company is in the 
process of writing a letter to send to 
customers in an effort to better 
explain the calling plan and what is 
going on with it. 

“| don’t have a time frame to give 
you because we are working on the 
wording to make it more under- 
standable,” Hanchey said, 

LATAwide local calling plans are 
optional calling plans which 
became elfective in Alabama on 
Noy. 29, 1999, They replaced the 
former optional calling plans known 
as: |) Basie Calling Plan, 2) Com- 
munity Calling Plan, 3) Community 
Plus Calling Plan, and 4) Premium 
Calling Plan. The new LATAwide 
optional calling plans are: 1) Basic

Plan, 2) Community Plus Plan, and 
3) Premium Calling Plan. 

If a customer did not previously 
subscribe to an optional calling plan 
or did not respond to the ballot sent 
by mail in Nov. of 1999, that cus- 
tomer was placed on the Flat-Rate 
Basic Service. 

According to GTE, these plans 
have been developed in an effort to 
save the customer money based on 
the amount of calls he/she makes. 

However, it has been realized that 
glitches in the new system have 
caused many customers to receive 
extremely high phone bills during 
the first few months of the new pro- 
grams implementation, 

Paul Spears of Alaweb, a local 
Internet service provider, was pre- 
sent at the meeting to speak of the 
problems his company has faced 
since the LATAwide calling plans 
became effective. 

He said many of his customers 
have received their GTE phone bills 
with erroneous billing. When the 
customers called GTE for an expla- 
nation, Spears said GTE representa- 
lives were told that the high phone 
bill was the fault of their Internet 
provider 

Hanchey admitted that this was 
not the case, and he said the compa- 
ny had taken measures to ensure 
that the blame would ro longer be 
placed on Alaweb or other Internet 
providers 

However, Spears said his compa- 
ny was suill receiving calls from 
customers Who had called GTE and 
been told that Alaweb was the cause 
of their high phone bill 

“I think a letter should be sent to 
the customers from GTE explaining 
the problems,” Spears said. re 

Hanchey again mentioned That ‘a 
letter is in the Construction process 
which would explain that the erro- 
neous billing is the fault of GTE 
and not the Internet provider, He 


said it would also tell customers 


what they need to do to take care of 


the bills. However, he could not 
give a date when the letter would be 
sent. 

During the meeting, the GTE rep- 
resentatives also fielded concerns 
with fiber optic lines being cut and 
“all circuits are busy” messages 
which many business get during the 
day. The business officials said all 
these things hinder their business 
because it cuts them off from the 
world and keeps them from han- 
dling important transactions. 

The GTE representatives assured 
these people that strides have 
already been made in improving 
these things, and they predict better 
service with continued work. 

Also, many people voiced a con- 
cern with the service they get from 
GTE representatives. There were 
instances mentioned when a repre- 
sentative would blame someone else 
for the trouble instead of trying to 
help the customer, the representa- 
tive would have no clue how to help 
a customer or the representative 
simply acted as if he/she did not 
want to take the time to help the 
customer, 

One citizen told the GTE repre- 
sentatives at Friday’s meeting that 
the company sure needed to work 
on its customer service division, 

“It’s not just the high-tech,” said 
Cook in her closing remarks. “From 
the top to the bottom, we need 
attention here in South Alabama.” 

The GTE officials said they are 
working to improve these things 
and many more to rebuild the com- 


pany and make it consumer friendly. 
However, they said these improve- 
ments have to be made from the 
funds which their investors provide. 
And, they want the investors to con- 
tinue to support the company so it 
can make improvements for its cus- 
tomers. Therefore, they described it 
as a time and money scenario.

Bill Wallace, the school system’s 
architect, gave board members an 
update on the classroom construc- 
tion on the Zion Chapel and New 
Brockton campuses.

“It looks like the deadline, July 1, 
will be met,” said Wallace. This 
will allow the classrooms to be 
inspected and still give the teachers

The architect also said that plans 
are presently underway to upgrade 
the lighting system in the Kinston 
Elementary school, construct a new 
business lab (building) at Zion

Ms. Byrd’s legal problems are not 
limited to the encounter on Wednes 
day. She has had two harassment 
charges filed against her in Enter 
prise in recent weeks. On February 
22, Ms. Byrd was arrested in con 
nection to an altercation that 
occurred in the parking lot at the 
Wal-Mart Supercenter in Enterprise 

\llegedly, Ms Byrd shouted 
racial epithets, made an obscene 
gesture, and shouted at a woman 
after becoming upset with her over 
not getting a certain parking space 

The latest of Ms. Byrd's legal 
woes occurred on Tuesday, March 


7, when another warrant was signed 
against her for harassment, Alleged- 
ly, this incident occurred over the 
weekend in Enterprise 

Reportedly, members of the Cof- 
fee County Commission have 
expressed their hope and expecta- 
tion that Ms. Byrd's immediate 
supervisor, Revenue Commissioner 
Ronnie Burns, will take the appro- 
priate action should the drug test be 
positive relative to the DUI charge. 

Mr. Burns has made no comment 
to this newspaper as to what action 
he will take in the matter should the 
results be positive.

School complex. Wallace had draw- 
ings of those projects on hand for 
the board members to review and 
comment on.

Dr. Ingram said results from the 
exit exams should be back for 
review at the end of June.

bill encourages personal responsi 
bility 

Current law requires the Depart 
ment of Human Resources (DHR) 
fo Operate a child support program 
Which locates absent parents, estab 
lishes paternity, establishes or mod 
ies support orders, and enforces 
support obligations. House Bill 308 
charges DHR to publish the names 
and pictures of the top ten obligors 
who are delinquent in their child 
support payments in newspapers 
throughout the state, and post them 
on the DHR Internet site. “This bill 
can help improve the quality of life 
for hundreds of Alabama children,” 
comments bill sponsor Representa 
live Sue Schmitz (D-Toney), “They 
deserve every chance we can give 
them.” 

DHR has approximately 315,000 
open child support cases. Sixty per 
cent of the cases have court orders 
in place for officials to seek the 
absent parent, Of that 60% one in 
three will be collected. House 
members hope that by publishing 
deadbeat parents’ names, that the 
collections statistics will rise.

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The Nation’s Report Card

The National Assessment of Edu 
cational Progress is a congression 
ally mandated survey of the 
National Center tor Education Sta 
tistics (NCES), part of the U.S 
Department of Education designed 
to measure the current status of the 
educational achievement of young 
Americans and to report changes 
and long-term trends at the national 
and regional levels. The National 
Assessment Governing Board 
(NAGB) formulates policy guide 
lines for NAEP 

Since 1990 NAEP assessments 
have also been conducted on the 
state level, Because the national 
NAEP samples were not, and are 
not currently, designed to support 
the reporting of accurate and repre 
sentative state-level results, separat 
ed representative samples of stu 
dents are selected for each partici 
pating jurisdiction. NAEP tradi 
tionally reported only on the nation 
as a Whole and compared four geo 
graphic regions of the country 
Many people maintained that more 
detailed information would assist 
efforts to improve American educa 
tion. Because states have the pri 
mary responsibility for public edu 
cation, sate-level data were seen as 
being particularly useful 

In April 1988, Congress respond 
ed by adding to the national assess- 
ment a new component, the trial 
Under this com 
ponent, every state could volunteer 
to participate in the program and 
would assume responsibility for 
administration of the assessment. 
Trial assessments wee conducted in 
1990, 1992, and 1994 and were 
evaluated thoroughly. Beginning 
with the 1996 assessment, the 
authorizing statue no longer con 
sidered the state component “trial” 


State assessment. 


The grades of subjects assessed 
in the state component are a subset 
of those in the national component. 
After the assessments, states can 
compare the knowledge and skills 
of their students with students in 
other states and with the nation. In 
1998, 43 states and jurisdictions

participated in the NAEP stat 
The subjec ts assessed 
were reading at grades 4 and 8 and 
writing at grade 8. Some states did 
not administer all three asses 

ments. The goal for 2000 is tor all 
States to participate in the mathe 
matics and science state assess 
ments at grades 4 and 8. Mathe 
matics is being assessed in the state 
component for the fourth time since 
1990, using the frameworks. The 
frameworks call for more open 
ended and extended open-ended 
response items, as well as the use 


assessments 


of manipulatives such as simple 
and scientific calculators, rulers, 
protractors, and geometric shapes 
This is the second time the states 
Will assess science at grade & and 
the first for grade 4. The science 
assessment consists of two cogni 
tive blocks, 20 minutes at grade 4 
and 30 minutes at grade 8. There is 
also a third block for a half sample 
of students taking the science 
assessment. The third block is a 
“hands-on” experiment. The stu- 
dent responds to the item by pet 
forming in investigation using the 
science kit and records his/her find 
ings in the test booklet. There are 
three different kits at each grade 
level. The reusable science kit 
material will be left at the school 
with a grade appropriate “Science 
Activity Book” that details other 
uses for the left over materials 
he fields of earth, physical, and 
life sciences are covered in the Sci 
ence Frameworks. 

NAEP provides useful models to 
guide education improvement 
Looking at how assessments are 
built can aid schools in assessing 
students, building new lessons, and 
clarifying curriculum goals. NAEP 
also provides examples of ways to 
use NAEP framework goals for 
classroom assessment exercises. 

The NAEP assessments of math 
and science have recently been 
administered to selected students in 
grade 8 at Zion Chapel. The stu- 
dents taking these assessments 
were randomly preselected.

On Feb, 18, the Elba Elementary 
teachers attended an In-Service 
Program at Elba High School. The 
program was used to train teachers 
in the basic use of computer 
Instructors and students from 
MacArthur State Technical College 
were there to assist in the computer 
training. Miss Tonitta Sauls and 
Joan Boggan, both instructors at 
MacArthur, were two of the women 
who helped the teachers learn a lit 
tle more about computers 

The instructors taught the teach 
ers basic computer terms, the dif 
ferent areas of the screens, how to 
key in URL's, and how to add web 
pages to the Favorites bar. The 
teachers also learned how to use the 
Menu and Tool bar and the Drop 
down List button. These are used 
for quick and easy access to the 
computer. Learning to use hypet 
links, printing web page, and key 
board shortcuts were also a big part 
of the class. These sessions lasted 
for 4 1/2 hours long and fifty teach- 
ers from EES were involved, On 
March 6, the instructors from 
MacArthur returned to the high 
school to teach the high school 
staff.

When asked about the use of the 
internet in schools, Mrs. Boggan 
replied, “The vast amount of infor- 
mation available to us through 
internet access can be very useful 
and resourceful in classrooms, 
offices, and homes if the informa- 
tion can be somewhat censored.” 
Joan Boggan teaches the Work 
Force Development classes and 
Continuing Education classes at 
MacArthur State Technical College 
in Opp, Alabama. Mrs, Sauls’ reply 
was, “the internet provides avenues 
for obtaing information unlike what 
we've had before. Research papers 
and reports are easily developed 
because of the numerous resources 
available.” Tonitta Sauls is the head 
of the Computer Department at 
MacArthur, MacArthur State Tech- 
nical College has also provided 
computer training sessions for 
Dorsey Trailers, People’s Back of 
Elba, Southtrust Bank of Opp, Opp 
City Schools, and the Southeast 
Alabama Council on Aging. Along 
With these courses taught at a spe- 
cific location, they also offer on- 
campus courses at the college.

The Lowdown on Radishes 


Have you ever seen a real nice 
relish tray on a buffet table without 
some pretty. red, rosette-carved 
radishes? = Not likely. The more 
appetizing the colorful raw veggies 
appear, the tastier they seem to be. 
But, a good radish right from the 
garden is also great. 


do a better job with less waste. 

Here’s a good laugh for you at 
my expense. The first year I plant- 
ed radishes I got down on my hands 
and knees and thinned them out 
very carefully. I transplanted them 
to empty spots in flower beds so I 
wouldn't lose any. Actually, 1 wast- 
ed the whole bunch of transplants 
plus my time as well. The low cost 
of radish seed just isn’t worth the 
trouble. 

Once you have planted your 
radishes, keep the weeds out. Hand 
pulling is best. Keep the soil moist 
but not soggy. I have never had a 
real problem with insects or dis- 
eases. Flea beetles may eat some 
of the foliage but that doesn’t hurt 
the edible root. In fact, radishes 
make a good “companion crop.” | 
usually plant some near my cab- 
bage. Insects will tend to eat the 
radish foliage and leave the cabbage 
alone. 

Root maggots might attack your 
radishes if you leave them in the 
ground too long, but you don’t want 
to do that anyway. Harvest the ten- 
der, young radishes when they are 
about 1” to | 1/2” in diameter. As 
they get older they will become 
pithy and lose some taste, Also, 
they don’t like hot weather so don’t 
bother trying to extend your season 
into the summer, Plant again in the 
fall 

With a little planning, you can 
enjoy the zesty taste of delicious, 
tongue-lingling radishes many 
weeks out of every year, 

TIP OF THE WEEK: If you 
want to grow your own tomato and 
pepper plants inside and haven't 
started yet, do that right now, The 
plants should then be ready to set 
out in the garden when the ground 
warms up in a few weeks.

Radishes are another cool weath- 
er root crop, so you can plant them 
anytime in February and March for 
the spring. Plant again in Septem- 
ber and early October for fall eat- 
ing. They are easy to grow and 
laste so great it’s almost sinful not 
io have some in the garden, 

Many varieties are available. 
Locally, you can buy seed for Cher- 
ry Belle, Scarlet Globe, and White 
Icicle. Popular also are the 
DAIKON and April Cross, which ts 
a huge hybrid radish. Check seed 
catalogs for those and other vari- 
clies 

Radishes like a well-drained, fri- 
able soil but avoid heavy clay. If 
you have evidence of nematodes, 
treat for them before you plant. If 
you are Jacking plenty of organic 
material in your soil, add some, 
Radishes grow fast, so fertilize with 
8 to 10 cups of 13-13-13 per 1OO/ft 
(300 sq. ft.) row a few days before 
you plant and ull it in good 

You should buy 1/2 oz. of seed 
per 1OO/ft row, But a word from the 
Wise here, one who learned the hard 
way. Just put your seed out in short 
Sections of the row. You'll be sur- 
prised at how many radishes you 
get in just 20 or 30 feet, Plant a 
few feet more every two or three 
weeks. That way you won't have a 
lot of radishes to throw away later 

Radish seed are small, so just 
sow them in shallow furrows about 
1/2" deep and space the seed one 
inch apart, In actual practice I sow 
the seed fairly close in my furrow 
and when the plants come up I thin 
them by hand to an inch apart, 
Some seed are wasted that way, but 
as you get accustomed to it, youcan ale

Planning ahead can give you a 

break from cooking. By planning 

meals around key foods prepared in 


Strongarm will be the 


larger portions you can divide one 
night's dinner into two without eat 
ing leftovers. Follow these general 
guidelines to assure your food 
remains safe and of high quality: 

*Separate and refrigerate the por 
tion to be served for your next meal 
before you set the food on the table 

Promptly refrigerate the food 
for the next meal to keep it safe 
Perishable cooked foods, such as 
meat, poultry, fish, eggs and dairy 
products, shouldn’t be at room tem- 
perature longer than two hours for 
the first and second use combined 

* Refrigerate the prepared-ahead 
food in shallow containers so it 
cools faster in the refrigerator. For 
thicker foods - such as stews, hot 
puddings and layers of meat slices 

limit depth of food to 2 inches. 
Covering food loosely allows heat 
to escape and protects from acci- 
dental contamination from other 
foods during cooling. Stir food 
occasionally to help it cool; use a 
clean utensil each time. Cover 
tightly when cooled. 

* As a general rule-of-thumb, use 
the extra-refrigerated food you 
cooked within one to two days. 
Freeze for longer storage. Thaw 
overnight in the refrigerator when 
you're ready to use again. Never 
defrost food at room temperature. 

Here are some quick and easy 
examples of cook once, eat twice 
foods. 


Chicken/Turkey 


For the first night, cook extra 
chicken breasts or turkey cutlets. 
Cover and refrigerate half the 
chicken or turkey. Top the remain- 
ing half with your favorite season- 
ings or Sauce for serving immedi- 
ately. On the second night, slice the 
plain cooked chicken or turkey into 
strips and combine with lettuce and 
Caesar salad dressing for a main 
dish salad 


On the first night. make a large 
batch of plain rice. While the rice is 
cooking prepare a hearty sauce so 
your rice can be served as the main 
dish. For example, add cooked 
ground beef to tomato sauce fla- 
vored with Italian seasoning. On 
night two, make fried rice with 
your favorite veggies and a can of 
shrimp from your cupboard, You 
also can save leftover rice from one 
night and chicken/turkey from 
another night and put them together 
in any number of dishes for night 
three. 

You should reheat leftover rice 
thoroughly before serving. Unless 
you use the rice in a dish with 
added liquid, you may need to add 
a small amount of liquid to your 
reheated rice. For each cup of 
cooked rice, the Council advises 
adding 2 tablespoons liquid, Cover 
and heat on top of the range or in 
the oven until heated throughout, In 
a microwave oven, cover and cook 
on HIGH about | minute per cup. 


Beet/Pork 


On night one, make a roast and 
enjoy part of ut. For the next night, 
slice the rest of your roast for deli- 
cious sandwiches or a hearty stew 


Pasta 


For night one, cook enough mac 
aroni for your favorite macaroni 
and cheese recipe, plus extra for 
another recipe. On the second 
night, the extra pasta can be served 
in a cold dish, such as a pasta salad 
You might add some cooked meat 
from a previous meal to your salad 
Another quick and easy pasta pos 
sibility for macaroni is to combine 
it with chili mix for Chili-Mac

In times of financial difficulty, 
communication among family 
members is critical. Financial prob- 
lems affect the whole family. Even 
children may feel tremendous 
stress. When making important 
decisions one way of keeping the 
family together with a feeling of 
team spirit is a family meeting, This 
is a Simple way to bring regular dis- 
cussions about family members’ 
needs and wants into the family 
routine 

Financial pressures mean that 
children, particularly teens, often 
face problems just as difficult as the 
problems their parents must face, A 
family meeting provides a chance to 
explain how family choices are 


affecting them. It also assures chil- 
dren you will consider their needs 
in future decisions, Use family 
meetings to set financial priorities 
and discuss ways to cope with 
reduced income. During a family 
meeting, everyone needs to work 
together. Here are some suggestions 
for success, 

1, Give each member an opportu- 
nity to speak freely, 

2. Encourage all members to 
express their opinions, This is one 
good way to find out what their real 
feelings are. Listen to those feel 
ings. 

3, Recognize that sometimes a 
family agreement cannot be easily 
reached when hard problems arise 
Test any plan or solution and 
change it if the results show it does 
n't work 


4. During the discussion, every 
one needs to be honest and respect 
the opinions of others, A positive 
attitude is important in making the 
meeting a Success 

5. Even young children should 
take part in family meetings. (A 
four-year-old can decide to help 
turn the lights off or prioritize reere 
ational chores.) 

You can achieve the cooperation 
and support of the whole family i 
decisions about financial matiers 
ure based on everyone's input. The 
mechanics of the meeting are not as 
important as the spirit behind th 
idea. Families working together to 
understand their needs will benefit 
from the sharing during the deci

Coffee County Commission fires county’s chief real property appraiser

The Coffee County Commission 
wasted little time in Monday’s 
meeting attending to two pressing 
matters - an employee's violation of 
county policy and a jail break, 

Commission Chairman Kayo 
Lewis wasted little time, afte: 
attending to housekeeping matters 
(devotion, pledge, approval of the 
previous meeting minutes) in asking 
for a motion to dismiss the county's 
chief real property appraiser, 
Angela Byrd.

“According to county policy, I'll 
have to ask for a motion to termi- 
nate Ms. Angela Byrd,” said Lewis. 

Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
made the motion to terminate Ms. 
Byrd and Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook seconded it. There was 
no discussion and the commission 
voted unanimously in favor of the 
dismissal. 

Ms. Byrd was stopped by a Cof- 
fee County Sheriff's Deputy on 
March | after a report of a vehicle 
matching the description of the 
white Jeep Cherokee being driven 
by Byrd was reported driving errati- 
cally. She was charged wth DUI 
after failing to pass a field sobriety 
test. 

At the time of her arrest, two 
blood tests were administered to 
Ms. Byrd, one was sent to the state 
forensics lab and the other to an 
independent testing lab in accor- 
dance with county policy. 

On March 8, Ms. Byrd was sus- 
pended by her immediate supervi- 
sor, Coffee County Revenue Com- 


missioner Ronnie Burns, for thirty 
days after the blood test sent to the 
independent lab produced a positive 
result. No information as to what 
drugs, or quantity, were found as a 
result of the blood test. 

After the vote to dismiss Ms 
Byrd was taken, Mr. Burns was 
given an opportunity to address the 
commission concerning the matter. 

He began, “All of you I’m sure 
are aware of the things that have 
happened in the past week and a 
half and certainly | am. I wish the 
motion that you have made had not 
been made prior to me speaking to 
you. [ have in may hand an attorney 
general’s opinion. It says in that 
opinion, that the Coffee County 
Commission or any commission in 
the state of Alabama, doesn’t have 
the right to hire or fire an employee 
of the revenue commissioner's 
office.” 

Burns told commissioners he did 
not want this matter to get to this 
point stating that he felt that there 
are legal ramifications involved. He 
referred to a case in law involving 
the Winston County Commission in 
which the decision in that case said 
the commission did not have the 
authority to hire nor fire an employ- 
ee of the revenue commissioner nor 
the probate judge’s office. 

In connection to this, Burns ques- 
tioned the results of the blood test 
administered to Ms. Byrd being 
made.known.to-the-commission. He 
said policy states the results are to 
be made known only to her employ- 
er and the medical review officer. 

“The question here is, is the com- 
mission her employer?” said Burns. 

However, according to the Alaba- 
ma Code of 1975, Act 102, employ- 
ees in the offices of the probate 
judge, tax assessor and tax collec- 
tors office are county employees, 
except for the chief clerks in the 
respective offices. 

It is the intent of this act that all

employees provided for in this act 
shall be employees of the county 
government bodies on a permanent 
basis other than the two chief clerks 
of the office holders of the offices 
of probate judge, tax assessor, tax 
collector and circuit clerk. 

Office holders of the offices of 
probate judge, tax assessor, tax col- 
lector and circuit clerk shall make 
recommendations concerning their 
respective offices before vacancies 
or new positions are filled by the 
county governing bodies. 

The circuit clerk’s office has 
since been excluded from the provi- 
sions.of Act 102, 

Burns went on to say that he had 
to oppose the commission on this 
matter because he felt they had 
taken the authority away from him 
over his people or the people in the 
revenue commission's office. 

“Whether it be right or wrong, 
what you have done it’s not right in 
the aspect that you have terminated 
an employee that is not employed 
by you. She is employed by me, and 
she can be terminated by me,” said 
Burns, He feels the law is very clear 


Two Coffee County Jail escapees 
captured after 36 hours of freedom

Two escapees from the Coffee 
County Jail were captured early 
Sunday afternoon just inside Gene- 
va County by deputies with the 
Geneva County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. They were taken into custody 
without incident. 

Russell William Cutts Jr., 20, and 
Phillip Leon Carr, 25, were cap- 
tured at approximately 2:30 p.m. 
when deputies responded to a 
report that two men matching the 
two escapees’ description were seen 
exiting a white car on Geneva Co, 
65. 

There had also been a report that 
the two fugitives had been seen 
along AL Hwy. 167 near Dale Co, | 
just inside the Dale and Coffee 
county line. Units from the Enter- 
prise Police Department and Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department had 
responded to the location when the 
report came in that Geneva County 
deputies had Cutts and Carr in cus 
tody 

The two men were turned over to 
Coffee County Sheriff's deputies 
and were immediately taken to the 
Enterprise Courthouse for an 
arraignment hearing before Circuit 
Judge Garl L. McAliley. The two 
were charged with escape in the 
second degree and bail set at 
$50,000 

Both men were returned to the 
Coffee County Jail and placed in 
isolation from the general popula- 
tion of the jail for an indefinite 
period of time. 

Cutts is in jail facing capital mur- 
der charges in the 1998 slaying of 
both his father and stepmother 
Russell William Cutts Sr. and 
Leighanne Manning Cutts. 

Carr is charged with rape and 
sodomny both in the first degree 
and awailing tnal 


In addition to the escape charge 
placed against him Sunday, Cutts 
was already facing an escape 
charge for successfully breaking 
out of jail on May 31, 1998. On 
that occasion, he and two other 
inmates were free 48 hours before 
being captured by law enforcement 
officers, 

This time, Cutts, joined by Carr, 
escaped much the same way enter- 
ing a maintenance shaft and making 
his way into the attic of the jail. 

After the two made it into the 
attic, they kicked out a panel in the 
eave of the jail roof and dropped 
almost 30 feet to the ground. In the 
previous escape, Cutts and his fel- 
low escapees were able to exit onto 
the roof through a maintenance 
access door; however, that avenue 
of escape had been successfully 
blocked because of that jailbreak. 

After making it to the ground, 
Cutts and Carr sucessfully scaled 
an outer perimeter fence and made 
their way to freedom 

According to jail officials, the 
two men were last accounted for at 
approximately 11:30 p.m, Friday 
night when the final bed check was 
made and all cells were locked 
down. The escape was discovered 
al approximately 5:30 a.m. Satur- 
day when inmates were assembled 
for breakfast and Cutts and Carr 
were missing 

Cotfee County Sheriff's deputies 
and reserves, aided by area law 
enforcement agencies, checked the 
area and for a brief time, the two 
were tracked by dogs from the state 
prison system 

Ihe man hunt went on for most 
of the day Saturday and into the 
late evening. After the immediate 
search had concluded, law enforce- 
ment remained on alert for any 
reports or sightenings of the two 
escapees 


The search was successfuly con- 
cluded Sunday afternoon much to 
the satisfaction of all but Cutts and 
Carr. 

Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moates said, “We're certainly glad 
to have gotten both inmates back 
into custody without any harm 
coming to anyone.” 

He added, “We feel confident 
that they [Cutts and Carr] had no 
outside assistance. Had thay had, 
they would have likely gotten fur 
ther than they did.” 

The sheriff also said he would be 
making a request to the county 
commission, as he has on at least 
two previously documented occas- 
sions, that the weaknesses in the 
jail’s security be corrected. 


on that 

“IT was not given an opportunity 
to speak to you on that point, You 
took it on yourselves to do what 
you've done this morning, ” said 
Burns, 

rhe revenue commissioner 
addressed the commission several 
minutes repeating himself several 
times on the point as to who had the 
authority to hire or fire the employ- 
ees of his office. 

He commented several times that 
he felt the action taken by the com- 
mission was politically motivated, 

“I think it has been brought to 
this position by a select few mem- 
bers of this commission who are 
trying to make it tough not only for 
my employees but for me,” said 
Burns. “I don’t appreciate that. | 
think this is politics at its absolute 
dirtiest.” 

For the past several weeks, Byrd 
has been the focus of attention of 
the local news media, not only as a 
result of her DUI charge, but due to 
recent harassment charges stem- 
ming from two separate parking lot 
incidents that occurred in Enter- 
prise. 

In addition to the above incidents, 
Ms. Byrd was indirectly involved in 
another DUI charge against an indi- 
vidual, Anthony Brandt, who was 
illegally operating the 1998 Jeep 
Cherokee assigned to Ms. Byrd.

On January 15, Brandt was 
stopped by Enterprise police while 
driving the Jeep Cherokee with a 
tag registered to another vehicle on 
it instead of the county tag. The 
county decals had also been 
removed from the vehicle. He was 
charged with DUI and unauthorized 
use of a vehicle. Ms. Byrd contend- 
ed that she was unaware the vehicle 
had be taken by Brandt. 

There have been some concerns 
as to Ms. Byrd’s qualifications as 
the county’s chief real property 
appraiser since she is not a certified 
appraiser. According to the Coffee 
County job description for real 
property appraisers in the county, 
they are required to attend real 
property certification program 
courses on Alabama’s appraisal 
manual, Upon their completion of 
this requirement, they are to take 
certification exams at the first avail-

Lewis expressed his concern that 
the two were able to get out of their 
cells, remove a panel held in place 
with special screws, and enter what 
is being called a pluming chase 
making their way to the ceiling, and 
later to the ground and over the 
fence - all without being noticed by 
the correction staff,

He noted that people can’t 
sleep with the boom, boom, boom 
rattling windows, Police Chief R. 
W. Whitworth added that several 
arrests have been made on this 
recently and that he will encourage 
his officers to step up the enforce- 
ment of the noise ordinance. The 
council agreed this was the way this 
problem should be handled 


Monthly bills totaling $20,654.86 
were approved for payment.
